Agrees Defense 
Won't Win War 


Washington Split on 
Value of Officer's 
Best-Seller

WASHINGTON - Defense will not 


win the war. Neilher will attack un- 
til the offensive troops are sufficient- 
ly trained and equipped to give them 
a fighting chance. 


That seems to be the general reaction 


of informed Washington observers to 
Lt. Col. W. F. Kernan's provoca- 
tive bestseller: "Defense Will Not Win 
the War." There seems to be litlle 
quarrel here in the capital with Col. 
Kernan's thesis: "We must learn and 
commit to memory the truth that no 
single weapon or group of weapons, 
no single fool-proof principle of tac- 
| tics or strategy, no fleet is enough 
to defeat Hitler as long as we con- 
tinue to think defensively:" 


There is a shurp divergence of op- 


inion, however, as to the degree of 
service Col. Kernun has performed 
by publishing his book at this time. 
Some informed persons think that a 
vihil service has been done in focus- 


ing American public opinion on the 
necessity of offensive thinking and 
action. 


America is Attack-Hungry 
Others feel thai the very success 


of Col. Kernan's book is an indica- 
tion that the American public is al- 
ready attack-hungry. These men feel 
that there is a real danger that the 
book may make Americans over-im- 
patient for offensive action—resulting 
in 
a disastrous 
demand 
that 
the 


American war machine go off half- 
cocked. 


There are many minor criticisms of 


Col. Kernan's book to be heard in in- 
formed circles. Many here disagree 
with the author's contention that the 
U. S. General Staff, along with the 
staffs of France and Britain, has been 
thinking defensively, rather than of- 
fensively. They hold that, so far as 
America is concerned, at least, the de- 
fense myth—the "peace for our time," 
appeasement thinking—has 
been 
of 


civilian, not military origin. They hold 
that thte U. S. General Staff has long 
been thinking ofefnsively. 


Most observers here garee with Col. 


Kernan when he says that to win this 
war America must undertake an of- 
fensive aimed at the heart of the 
enemy. Many do not, however, share 
his conviction that Japan is mere- 
ly Hitler's pawn and will necessarily 
fall when Germany does. They would 
not go along with the author, there- 
fore, in making Berlin the only im- 
portant objective of American offens- 
ive action. 


Col. Kernan's specific .suggestion is 


that an immediate offensive be launch- 
ed against Italy—the weakest Axis at- 
tack on Germany. "It would take," 
he writes. "200,000 men to start with 
and another 200,000 to follow every 
month until victory is achieved. It 
would 
take three-fourths 
of 
the 


American fleet, at least, half the Bri- 
tish fleet, every bombing plane and 
every transport of both nations."

Building Code Bugaboo 
To get some conception of how these 


local restrictions hamper the defense 
effort, consider the field of construc- 
tion. Every state and municipality has 
its building code, and these codes 
vary widely. The weights of steel gird- 
ers, the plumbing codes, the elec- 
trical codes, the prohibitions against 
pre-fabricated housing—all these difr 
fer in practically all communities, To- 
day, tine supply of many building ma- 
terials is so limited that construction 
for other than defense purposes is 
practically prohibited where the codes 
inflexibly require the use of criti- 
cal materials, even though technical- 
ly approved substitute materials are 
available in ample quantity. 


If decision is made to locate a war 


production plant and its accompanying 
housing project in some given area, 
consideration must be given to the 
local building code. If requirements 
there are so high that they call for 
the use of more critical building ma- 
terials than in some other state, the 
chances are that the project may have 
to be given to the second location, 
even though it is less desirable from 
the point of view of proximity to 
source

supplies, 
transportation 


facilities, and so on. 


The only alternative is to have thi 


first community change its buildini 
code to permt, say, the use of pre 
fabricated building units. All too often 
local politics and pressure from sup 
ply, contractor or labor lobby group 
make this impossible. The result i 
that the war production effort is im 
peded.

and services form another obstacle 
If the Army and Navy will ultimate 
ly require 10 million men and if i 
takes eight industral workers for ev- 
ery man at the front, that means 80 
million workers will be need to man 
the machines. 


Anti-Migrant Laws Impede Defense 
Twenty-seven slates now have anti- 


migratory labor laws, restricting work- 
ers of other states from moving in to 
take jobs. Nevertheless, some laboi 
surveys have estimated that four mil- 


In meeting' the labor supply short- 


ages, it has become increasingly ap- 
parent that women and children from 
17 to 21 must replace manpower. 
Twenty-two states now have legisla- 
tion restricting the employment of wo- 
men and children in Die 17 to 21 age 
limit. Massachusetts has already sus- 
pended one such law to permit wo- 
men to work in textile mills after 
6 p. m. Other states may have to take 
similar action on their restrictive re- 
gulatons of this character. 


All states have licensing laws which 


curtail the supply of qualified doc- 
tors, nurses, 
engineers, contractors, 


and in some states plumbers, elec- 
tricians and even beauticians. With 
shortages developing in the professions 
and skilled trades, some of these re- 
strictions, too, may have to be lowered 
for the war. New York has already 
modified its nursing standards law.
